A factoiy tor the manufacture of pet-

ver tbe prest-noe of scab in a band of 
beep, especially when it has gained a 
trong hold upon them, by rendering tbe 
nimals such horrid and uncouth looking 
bjeols and their flt-sh unwholesome food, 
as created so great a prejudice against 


mutton in tbe mind* of many individuals 
lat they would rather starve than partake 
f -it. For these reasons the quantity of

to a period not a day (short of forty years, 
can vonoh for the fact that in one place 
where over halt a million sberp were 
ranged there had .not been a single case o! 
scab seen or known, nor a sheep dipped or 
spotted, in a period of ten years, and if 
stringent scab law, similar to wbat was in 
operation in the place referred to, were 
passed and enforced here, I do not ses any 
reason why we should not enjiy the same 
immunity from that all too prevalent,evil. 
Accordingly I do hope that intelligence aod 
good sense will prevail in the Nevada Leg- 
islature and paia tbe bill.
